Po well to ld repo rters he believ ed Yo ung, a 
o ne-time civ il rights activ ist, was using racist 
in "the bro ader sense o f the term ” But he 
declined to pro v ide C arter’s definitio n o f 
"racist." 
Yo ung said later Mo nday that by his o wn 
definitio n. " I ’m racist” 
The black ambassado r called C arter’s two 
predecesso rs "racists" in a Play bo y magazine 
interv iew, which pro mpted the Bepublican call 
fo r an apo lo gy o r his o uster He also created a 
stir recently when he described Russians and 
Swedes as racists. 
Yo ung, in an appearance o n Capito l Hill, .said 
he planned to m eet with C arter o n Tuesday to 
ex press his co ncern that .so me o f tho se a t­ 
tacking his rem arks no w are beginning to a t­ 


tack the P resident as well 
" I w ant to assure him that I do n’t w ant to be 
handled like a friend, ” .said Yo ung. "I w ant to 
be treated as an am bassado r. We can still be 
friends, regard le ss." 
Asked abo ut the m eeting by repo rters. 
Yo ung said that he do es no t ex pect to be fired, 
but added that he do es no t co nsider him self in­ 
v ulnerable sim ply because he is o ne o f the ad­ 
m inistratio n’s to p ranking black o fficials 
In M o sco w, A T ass C (tinm entato r said 
no bo dy in the Cnited S tates takes Yo ung v ery 
serio uslv and claim ed that is why he is allo wed 
"inno cent p r a n k B ut

Yo ung de.scribed him.self as racist during an 
a ppe a ra n c e 
b e fo re the S e n a te F o re ig n 
R elatio ns C o m m ittee. The am bassado r was 
asked by Sen Jaco b Jav its, R-N Y.. if he really 
m eant to accuse Fo rd o f racism . 
"A s I use the term . I ’m racist. S enato r.” 
Yo ung to ld Jav its. 
”1 do n't think y o u can be bo rn in the 20th cen­ 
tury and no t be co ntam inated by the pro blem 
o f ra c e ." he said "A nd I think that it's racism 


that we all m ust struggle with And the o nly 
thing that bo thers m e is when we re no t 
struggling” 
Yo ung also to ld the Senate panel that while 
his use o f the wo rd " ra c ist" has stirred co n­ 
tro v ersy , he has no t been able so far to find 
ano ther wo rd o r phrase to describe "a histo ry 
o f o ppressio n based o n race ” 


Yo ung said that histo ry has “ created a 
dy nam ic in the wo rld to day which can be v ery 
d estructiv e” 
"I kno w no o ther wo rd fo r it ex cept racism ," 
said Yo ung, who appeared befo re the panel to 
repo rt o n his recent African trip "And 1 need 
to find ano ther wo rd because ev ery bo dy gets 
em o tio nal. They do n’t pay attentio n to w hat 
I’m say ing and they get hung up o n the w o rd." 
R epublican N atio nal C hairm an Bill Bro ck 
said Yo ung’s rem ark abo ut Nix o n and Fo rd

ting a chain ot beacons that blazed across B ri­ 
tain to celebrate the Silver Jubilee ot her reign 
The queen, her husband ITince Philip, their 
four children and other members of the royal 
family were surrounded by a vast crowd in 
Windsor Great Park below Windsor Castle, 21 
miles west of London 
Police estimated there were more than 300,- 
000 persons in the crowd for the bonfire 
ceremony on the eve of the formal celebration 
of the queen’s 25 years on the throne Many 
sfXTtators had been in the 5,000-acrc park ail 
day despite blustery winds and frequent 
showers 
Some wore costumes representing periods of 
English history 
The royal couple drove down the three-mile 
Long Walk at the head of a torchlight proces­ 
sion past thousands of other torchbearcrs 
lining the route 
There was constant cheering and shouts of 
“ Long live the Queen ’’ Bands played and a sea 
of flags waved as the queen took a torch and lit 
a fuse that set the bonfire aflame 
The Boyal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 
had organized a network of 103 bonfires in eight 
chains from Windsor 
They were lit con­

An as s is tant attorne y ge ne ral in 
Louis iana s aid mos t of the pe ople 
s e nte nce d to de ath unde r the old law 
hav e be e n re s e nte nctnJ to life in pris on 
s ince the ne w law took e ffe ct. 
Many s tate s had s imilar laws be fore 
1976, but only Ne w York and Louis iana 
had s uch s tatute s curre ntly on the ir 
books .

Vernon Ivsles has farmed this land for over 30 years He 
lives with his wife, Kllen, m a modest brick house in Bovina, 


.Sometimes in the late evenings, when the call of the 
crickets rises and t.dls, the old-timers will join Estes to coin- 
ill.on .itiout the jot ol the small farmers 
They are the 
tradilion.il gu.irdi.ins of American values 


Depression-born laws to protect Itie small farmers are 
hopelesslv outdated and now serve to subsidize the giant 
l.ind-owners as they gobble up ever greater bites of the coun-

The tiarvest in the fall should be bounteous, the Panhan­ 
dle farmers agree, if their fields aren t hit by late-summer 
ha ilstorm s 
The surplus w ill be shipped oversea s; 
agricultural .sales brought back $12 billion to the United 
States last year, wiping out a $9 billion trade deficit in other 
priMlucts 
But there is no rejoicing in Bovina Vernon Estes and his 
neighbors have watched desperately as the price of wheat 
has [ilummeled trom $4 41 to $2 a bushel in less than four 
years At the same lim e, the price of the Hour they buy at the 
ioe.d market has soared from 69 cents to $1 09 lor a five- 
pound sack 
Ttie hardy folk who tarrn the Panhandle are dedicated to 
the soil They labor trom dawn to dusk for meager returns. 
Estes averages a scant $2 89 an hour for his working tim e, 
slim pu kings from a half-milhon-dollar investment in 880 
acres ot larmland The fa rm ers' return on the $1 09 sack of 
flour has dwindled to a mere 18 cents

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State taxes 
to increase 
Slate Tax Commissioner William Peters said Monday new 
withholding rates will go into effect July 1 which will hike the 
bite the state takes out of taxpayers' paychecks. 
The Stale Board of Equalization will pave the way for the 
tax increase next Monday when it meets to raise the sales tax 
rate from 3% to 3.5%. 
Peters said the tax increase can be attributed to an increase 
in the state aid to education will passed by the Legislature over 
Cov. J James Exon’s veto. 
The 1977 income tax rate will be increased retroactively by 
one or two points, Peters said, because of recent changes in 
federal lax law Those changes reduce the base against which 
state tax is assessed. 
As a result, the current 17"o state tax rate will not produce 
as much money as it would have before Congress rewrote the 
law. The Nebraska rate will have to increase to raise the same 
amount of money as before. 
Although his staff still is analyzing the situation, Peters 
said the Nebraska income tax rate probably will be increased at 
least to 18 or 197o. 
The Board of Equalization must, by law, set tax rates at a 
level which wiir raise enough revenues to cover the state's 
obligations plus an additional 3 to 
overlevy as a hedge 
against inflation. 


f’eters said the Exon administration is considering whether 
to stick with Exon’s original proposal to set a 6% overlevy. Set­ 
ting the overlevy at 67o could increase the income tax rale to 
20'I of federal income tax liability. 


If the State Board of Equalization increases income taxes, 
as Peters indicates it will, it will be the second consecutive mid­ 
year increase The tax will be retroactive to Jan 1 Last.year 
the income tax rate was 15% of federal liability The tax was 
humped to 17% because the state wasn't receiving as much 
money as anticipated

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Silver Creek 
is network hub 
Silver Creek (AP) — Forty-nine Air Force men and women 
stationed just northwest of Silver Creek are charged with 
providing communications before and after any nuclear attack on 
the United Stales 
Their installation, under control of Offutt Air Force Base in 
Bellevue, is one of only two such bases in the nation. The other is 
located near March Air Force Base in southern California 
A passing motorist wouldn’t even notice the base’s red and 
white radio tower rising from the sandy soil of the Platte Biver 
Valley in Nance County unless he were searching for it. 
Most of the personnel at the base are trained in radio- 
electronics and crypto-telctype 
Chicl M Sgt Carl Kother, supervisor, said the only mission 
ot the group is communications before and alter a nuclear attack. 
The spc( lalists work in shifts around the clock every day of 
the year Five groups ot airmen maintain the equipment so that 
the underground complex has all materials needed — air con­ 
ditioning or heat, power, radios and functioning teletype 
machines — to transmit and receive data 
A sixth group under Kolher’s command falls under the title of 
administration and works in the only area considered 
‘■classified'’ and closed to the public, Kother said Kven military 
personnel need special clearance to enter that area 
Kother said the Silver Creek site has several methods of com­ 
munication 
Daily drills have been carried out since the site was com­ 
missioned 10 years ago The drills test the site's ability to com­ 
municate with airborne transceivers which can relay information 
to other stations, Kother said 
The second radio is a high frequency single sideband voice 
transmission laeility dubbed ‘‘(liant Talk” It is part of a large 
worldwide rnetwork ot military radios 
The critical transmitter op<‘rates on a low Irequeney. 
"This IS a ground wave," KoIIkt explained "The wave 
follows Iho earth s contour and is less .susceptible to nuclear 
fallout or blast ’ 
The ground wave transmitter is located a few miles 
mirthwest ot Silver Creek and can easily be spotted by its 1,‘240- 
toot tower anchored by many cables and tower-to-ground anten­ 
nae 
There also are four telephone lines linking the Silver Creek 
detachment with Slrategie Air Command headquarters in 
Bellevue, where the site s orders originate. 
In the underground maze of rooms is one segment of a 
worlifwide telelype system which transmits messages, many of 
which are in eoife and may require an immediate response 
Fxeepl for a tew mobile homes which house airmen who 
w»*re unable to find housing in nearby towns, almost everything is 
contained under the 40-toot pile ot dirt m the middle of the 
paNture 
Among the facilities are three decontamination rooms where 
an outsider <an shower, discard clothes eontaimmated with 
atomic fallout and put on tresh clothes tM*tore entering the rest ot 
the laeilitv 
■ I ho|M' It never comes to this," Kother said, "but our mis­ 
sion centers around having to send communications in case ot an 
atomic attack 
These decontamination rooms arc a necessary part ot this 
arehitecture, 
he said

Longsdoifs resignation accispted

The Railroad Transportation Safety 
District board has accepted Director 
John I.ongsdorf’s resignation but has 
decided to contract with him for con­ 
sulting services after July 1. 
Longsdorf submitted his resignation 
last month, claiming his $26,250 annual 
salary is insufficient. He will begin 
private consulting practice July 1, con­ 
tinuing as a full-time consultant for the 
RTSD through Sept. 30 at the rate of $3,- 
200 per month. 
The board met in executive session 
Monday to discuss applicants for 
Longsdorf's position. Longsdorf would be 
retained as a consultant on an irregular 
basis after a new director is hired, newly 
appointed board member and City Coun­ 
cilman Joe Hampton said. 
In public session, the board voted 3 to 
1, with two members not voting, to 
recommend County Board approval of a 
$225,000 replacement bridge over Salt 
Creek on Old (.'heney Road in Wilderness 
Park,

said he was appearing before the RTSD 
board “ to force a decision," beca'use 
"progress is being impeded by 
procrastination."

The 1976 Highway Act provides funding 
for RTSD’s in 18 U.S. cities. Lincoln's 
RTSD could lose its funding altogether 
when the present highway act expires 
October 1, 1978, Crosby said. 
“ If we want the present program to 
continue, we must persuade Congress, 
against the resistence of the Department 
of Transportation, to continue the 
program,” he said.

The script portrays Carl as a "brawling brute," 
Sands said But since Sands hasn t the brawn of Clint 
Walker, he changed Carl’s character into a smart- 
alecky tough who lets his friends who have the muscle 
take care of his fighting 
"Texas Detour" carries on the spirit ol the "Easy 


Rider’’-"Billy Jack” film-making mold, where in un­ 
tainted youth is again harassed by rednecks and other 
assorted hoodlums. 
For the film. Sands had to learn to play pool — the 
director showed him how to hold a cue stick the way all 
the young pool sharks hold cue sticks. He took karate 
lessons before he began work on the film In spite of his 
karate, he still gels punched out in the film by Fat 
Wayne, John's son, who plays one of the good guys 
"Texas Detour" isn't the stuff that spawns best sup­ 
porting Oscars, but .Sands hopes the film will interest an 
agent. To gel anywhere in the movie business, you have 
to have a gocMl agent, he said 
So far. he has taken his time agent-scouting. Too 
many aspiring actors ruin their careers by taking any 
agcrt they can. Sands said 
"It’s better to have no agent than a bad agent," he 
said. 
So, until an agent finds him. Sands gives tours at 
Universal Studios. 
He will appear on the Gong Show, probably this 
summer He will repeat an act he performed on the 
afternoon version of the same show He will dress up in

DEAR JOANNE FARRIS: you have 
asked about the concerns and interests of your 
readers My first and greatest interest is how to 
curb the crime in the streets which keeps adding 
restrictions to my activities.

ANSWER: 1 will never forget my feelings of 
shock and sadness when a social worker in 
Salem Oregon told me that they had no evening 
programs at their bt'autiful, new Senior Center 
because their clients were afraid to venture out 
to the Center at night. 
Rt'cent statistics released by the FBI in­ 
dicate that Violent crimes are on the decrease, 
and crimes in general are leveling off In 1976 
violent crimes decreased by 5 i . Car thefts, 
robb('ries. and burglaries also declined. 
Outgoing FBI Director Clarence Kelley 
terms the 1976 figures “ heartening ’ compared 
to the Ki'r rise in crimes in 1975 and the 18 r in­ 
crease not«'d in 1974 
Crime prevention efforts by law enforce­ 
ment personnel and by citizens individually and 
m groups have had a jvositive effect in preven­ 
tion nt crime In Indianapolis, for example, in­ 
stitution ot a ritizens’ erime watch, plus in­ 
novative police w ork eombined to reduce crimes 
by almost 7 : during 1976 
( rime \\'at(’'h programs recreate in cities 
the small town atmosphert' where people know 
e;i«'h other and look out for each other By 
organi.’ing their neighborhiXKis and buildings, 
educating themselves about crime prevention,

and by being alert and interested in what is 
happening in their environs, citizens can reduce 
crime. 
I attended a Crime Watch meeting in a 
senior housing project. Two members of the 
Community Relations division of the police 
department conducted a crime-prevention 
program They described Operation Identifica­ 
tion and advised participants to enlist the local 
TV repair shops, retailers, CB radio clubs in this 
effort. They discussed the importance of making 
sure that only one entrance to the building is 
usc*d at night and warned against ever propping 
open a tire door to the outside, no matter what 
the reason. 
Residents formed walking units, so no one 
had to go out for a walk alone, one group es­ 
tablished themselves as a jogging club so they 
could apply the buddy system to that activity 
Taft High School students in the Bronx sec­ 
tion ot New York formt'd an escort and errand 
service lor elder citizens in the school 
neighborhoiMl. The older pr'ople were enabled to 
get outdoors and to do chores like shopping, 
while the students learned that the older people 
were not so different from themselves, "You get 
happy in helping others, ’ said one girl escort, 
‘ An«i we have a lot ot fun Some of us have made 
gorxl Iriends with the old people”

Portland, Ore. (AP) — More tban 50,000 people jammed the 
streets of downtown Portland Monday to cheer the Portland 
Trail Blazers' meteoric rise to the National Basketball 
Association title. 
Led by an incredibly loose Bill Walton, the Blazers paraded 
throug h the streets as confeti streamed from the upper floors 
of downtown building s. The play ers and coaches shook hands 
with ev ery body in sig ht and whooped it up at a big rally at the 
end of the line. 


Walton, in cutoffs and a sweat shirt and with a big lipstick 
print on his cheek, was the undisputed star of the show He 
started the parade on his 10-speed bicy cle but lost the bike 
somewhere along the route. 
He said his decision to ride the bicy cle ‘‘may hav e been the 
stupidest thing I’v e ev er done,” and he asked whoev er wound 
up with it to "please bring it back. It’s the only bike I’v e g ot ” 


Those who think oT Walton as a shy , introv erted, somber 
person wouldn’t hav e recog nized him Monday 
"This is as much fun as I’v e ev er had in any sport since I 
started play ing when I was eig ht y ears old, ” he told some 8 ,000 
people who g athered at the Federal Plaza at the end of the 
parade route. "I can’t imag ine it g etting any better, but I m 
sure y ou folks will find a way to make it that way ” 


With that, he made one of sev eral pleas for cold beer from 
the crowd and surrendered the microphone to other Blazer 
play ers and officials 
Twice, when Portland May or Neil Goldschmidt was at the 
mike, Walton doused him from behind with beer and the crowd 
cheered. The world championship trophy also g ot a beer bath 
at the celebration. 


Sev eral times along the parade route, and ag ain at the rally , 
the Blazers threw basketballs into the crowd 
Broadway , the city ’s main downtown artery , was com­ 
pletely jammed with people for at least 10 blocks 
"The only problem I saw was g etting a hole in the crowd big 
enoug h to g et the parade throug h, " said Portland police 
Sg t. Roy Kendricks. 
"I’v e nev er seen that many people in one stretch of road­ 
way ,” he said 
Kendricks said police had no way of estimating how many 
people showed up to cheer the Blazers, but he said a g uess of 
at least 50,000 “ is not unreasonable ’ 
Goldschmidt proclaimed Monday “ Trail Blazer Day " in 
Portland and Gov , Bob Straub declared this week “ Trail Blaz­ 
er Fan Week" in Oreg on. 
“ This IS such an ex citing ev ent we oug ht to do it ag ain nex t 
y ear,” Straub said 
Blazer Coach .J ack Ramsay , his bald head rose red from the 
sunshine, called Portland's c h a m p i o n s h i p campaig n 
"may be the g reatest season that professional basketball has 
ev er seen ’ 
The parade was not an org anized affair, with the crowd 
close enoug h to reach out an touch the outstretched arms of 
the play ers 
.lohnny Dav is, the Portland g uard who would hav e been a 
colleg e .senior this y ear, just kept shaking his head and say ­ 
ing , “ I don't believ e it” 
Lionel Hollins, the team’s play maker, thanked the fans for 
their support and Maurice Lucas, hobbled by a hip injury he 
siiftered in Sunday 's v ictory , lifted both index fing ers in the 
air and .said. “ This is g reat I lov e it "

pick in baseball's amateur free ag ent draft Tuesday and they 
hope to be more successful with it this time than they were in 
1971 when they also chose No 1. 
The Sox hav e the dubious distinction of being the only team 
ev er to fail to sig n the draft’s top selection in the dozen y ears 
since baseball beg an div iding up the top amateur talent this 
way . 
The man who said "no" to Chicag o was catcher Danny 
Goodwin, selecttKl out of Peoria, 111. Central Hig h School in 
J une 19 71. C. V. Dav is, the White Sox ’ farm director, re­ 
members the neg otiations with Goodwin. 
"We drafted him and we neg otiated But basically , we just 
couldn’t come to an ag reement," said Dav is. “ We certainly 
tried” 
Goodwin rejected Chicag o’s offer and decided to g o on to 
colleg e instead of sig ning Four y ears later, he was drafted No. 
I ag ain, this time out of Southern Univ ersity by California. He 
sig ned with the Ang els and currently is batting 327 for their 
Salt Lake City farm club in the I’acific Coast Leag ue. 
The White Sox did not hide the fact that Goodwin would be 
their choice in the 1971 draft and they believ e that in the long 
run. the pre-draft publicity may hav e inflated his price and 
prev ented them from sig ning him.

Kensil takes over Jets reigns 


New York (UPI) - Jim Kensil, 
executive director of the National Foot­ 
ball League for the last nine years, has 
been appointed president and chief 
operating officer of the New York Jets, 
the team ownership announced Monday. 


Kensil, a 46-year-oId resident of 
Massapequa, N.Y., was given full 
responsibility for running the NFL 
team and he will assume his new respon­ 
sibilities next Monday. Leoii Hess, a 
principal owner of the Jets who has 
.served as acting president since last 
January, will take on the responsibilities 
of chairman of the board and chief 
executive . officer for corporafe af­ 
fairs. 


Phil Iselin, the former team president, 
died last December. 
"We just talked recently— since the 
draft, Kensil said of his, appointment. 


"The discussions originated through 
Leon Hess. He came through the com­ 
missioner (Pete Rozelle) and Pete said 
it was okay. 
“The basic consideration in taking a 
job like this is whether you’ll have the 
opportunity to do it, to accomplish it. I 
haven't had time to see how the 
organization operates. My basic job right 
now is to learn how the organization 
works and to make it the best organiza­ 
tion possible.” 
Kensil said he’ll sit down with the Jets’ 
management to discuss his future 
plans. 
"I have complete control of the foot­ 
ball team,” Kensil added. “ I have a 
long term contract but I’d rather not say 
just how long.” 
Kensil said his 16 years of experience 
in the NFL were a major factor in taking 
the position, stating, “I think it’s good 


after a long number of years in one pos ­ 
tion to Uke over a new one where you 
can still use the experience ac­ 
cumulated during that time. 
“I’ve been watching 27 other teams for 
the past couple of years. You try not to 
get involved. I think that will change 
So w. I wan t to h elp th e Jets’ resu rg en ce 
under (General Manager) Al Ward and 
(Coach) Walt Michaels.”

i l said he felt Hess’ decision was 
made because of the lime consuming 
aspects of the job, 
"A lot can be attributed to the situa­ 
tion with the Mets and the city,” Kensil 
explained. ” I think Mr. Hess felt it took 
too much out of him.” 
Kensil said Rozelle had given him his 
blessing. "Pete was very nice about it. I 
had no plans to leave the job. The oppor­ 
tunity was a surprise”

"I’m through with it,” said Foreman, here to receive the 
National Conference Player of the Year award from the New 
York chapter of the Pro Football Wnters Association.

Foreman has two years remaining on a three-year con­ 
tract worth an estimate $150,000 a year He says he is grossly 
underpaid and is asking a reported $300,000 a year. 


"My competitive spirit for the Vikings is not there 
anymore,” Foreman said "I don’t think I can go there and give 
them all I've got. I need a change I'd like to be on the West 
Coast.”

"We’ve spent a lot of time trying to work it out with 
management," Reich said. "Chuck didn't want to go to camp 
last year and I persuaded him against his will.

If they 
don’t trade Chuck Foreman they won’t have Chuck Foreman or 
the talent he would bring” 
Foreman said he informed the Vikings Friday that he would 
not play for them next season 
"It’s just a matter of pride,” Foreman said. "I’ve shown year 
after year what I can do. I don’t know what more I can do to 
prove myself. It’s sickening. The sickening part is it’s well 
known the type of player I am and it’s also well known I’m 
making a mediocre salary.”

treated in the .same way as a professional athlete or any 
other citizen, for that matter” 
“ It IS just not true that we have singled out amateur 


athletes," he .said 


Time reported that the IRS is suspicious that many 


athletes accepted money and merchandise from sporting 
gCMMls manufacturers and fees for appearing in track and 
field meets and then hid the earnings trom amateur sporting 
officials and the IRS 


The spokesman would not confirm or deny that Stones was

‘None of the Above’ want variety, and Don Geis 
iy John Barrttto 
Awodtiad Prwt 
Lincoln stockbroker Don Geis is a nominee 
[or president of the United States in 1980, at 
least with the “ None of the Above Com­ 
mittee. ’ 
Geis has 25 competitors so far, including 
such famous personages as Billy Carter and 
Bella Abzug, and committee success would add 
at least 999,974 names to the list of nominees. 
To Geis, learning that he was a member of 
such a select group was news Monday, but his 
training in public life enabled him to take it all 
in stride. 


“ It isn't everybody that gets nominated for 
president,” he said. “ I’m the first nominee 
from Nebraska in a few years, aren’t I? Maybe 
I’ll be able to give my Cross of None of the 
Above speech at the national convention” 
The committee is an Indianapolis-based 
group predicated on the notion that the most 
recent presidential election didn't give voters- 


enough choices. Geis agrees with that senti­ 
ment. 
A member of the Lincoln Airport Authority 
and a Democrat, Geis was statewide coor­ 
dinator for Idaho Sen. Frank Church last year 
in Nebraska’s all-star presidential primary, in 
which Church narrowly defeated the Jimmy 
Carter bandwagon. 
Critical of Carter even today, Geis was one 
of the die-hards in the Democratic party 
quoted in “ Time" magazine as opposing the 
party nominee even as the general election 
campaign climaxed. 
Geis voted for Church for President and 
Barbara Jordan, Texas congresswoman, for 
vice president. 
Interviewed as a potential Carter 
challênger through the “ None of the Above” 
organization, Geis criticized Carter on 
agricultural policy and growth of the White 
House staff and for worrying about foreign 
human rights while those at home need ten­ 
ding. 
• 


“ Add to that the fact that inflation seems 
to be heating up again," he said. 
Geis knew about the committee formed in 
the capital of Indiana by F.P. Hay and John 
Tipton. Because of the national publicity he 
received, they sent him some information on 
the group months back. 
However, his “ nomination” came to light 
in Lincoln only Monday when copies of some 
material from R ay reached the office of 
Nebraska Secretary of Slate Allen Beermann. 
The communication with Beermann was to 
learn how the committee could go about legally 
getting on the Nebraska ballot by 1980. 
For $1, according to R ay's material, peo­ 
ple can nominate anyone they choose, in­ 
cluding themselves. 
In 1980, one name from among the 
nominees will be chosen, at a drawing, to seek 
the presidential nomination on either or both 
the major political party tickets. 
“ I figure, you know, it’s a hell of a raffle," 
Geis said Monday.

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Carter and Young disagree 


Associated Press 


Young tells committee, 'I'm racist.' 


Washington (AP) - President Carter Mon- 


day disagreed with Andrew Young's 
characterization of former Presidents Kichard 
M. Nixon and Gerald K. Ford as racists. But he 
rejected a Republican demand that the United 
Nations ambassador apologize or be tired. 


White House Press Secretary Jody Powell 


told reporters, "I don't think'the President 
feels that those two gentlemen are racists, cer- 
tainly not in the sense he would use the term." 


Powell told reporters he believed Young, a 


one-time civil rights activist, was using racist 
in "the broader sense of the term." But he 
declined to provide Carter's definition of 
"racist." 


Young said later Monday that by his own 


definition, "I'm racist." 


The black ambassador called Carter's two 


predecessors "racists" in a Playboy magazine 
interview, which prompted the Republican call 
for an apology or his ouster. He also created a 
stir recently when he described Russians and 
Swedes as racists. 


Young, in an appearance on Capitol Hill, said 


he planned to meet with Carter on Tuesday to 
express his concern that some of those at- 
tacking his remarks now are beginning to at- 


tack the President as well. 


"I want to assure him that I don't want to be 


handled like a friend," said Young. "I want to 
be treated as an ambassador. We can still be 
friends, regardless." 


Asked about the meeting by reporters, 


Young said that he does not expect to be fired, 
but added that he does not consider himself in- 
vulnerable simply because he is one of the ad- 
ministration's top-ranking black officials. 


In Moscow. A Tass commentator said 


nobody in the United States takes Young very 
seriously and claimed that is why he is allowed 
•'innocent pranks." But the Soviet commen- 
tator said some of Young's remarks jre «i out- 
rageous that sonic rejoinder is culled tor. 


Young described himself as racist during.an 


appearance before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. The ambassador was 
asked by Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y.. if he really 
meant to accuse Ford of racism. 


"As I use the term, I'm racist. Senator." 


Young told Javits. 


"I don't think you can be born in the 20th cen- 


tury and not be contaminated by the problem 
of race." he said. "And I think that it's racism 


that we all must struggle with. And the only 
thing that bothers me is when we're not 
struggling." 


Young also told the Senate panel that while 


his use of the word "racist" has stirred con- 
troversy, he has not been able so far to find 
another word or phrase to describe "a history 
of oppression based on race." 


Young said that history has "created a 


dynamic in the world today which can be very- 
destructive." 


"I know no other word for it except racism," 


said Young, who appeared before the panel to 
report on his recent African trip. "And 1 need 
to find another word because everybody gets 
emotional. They don't pay attention to what 
I'm saying and they get hung up on the word." 


Republican National Chairman Bill Brock 


said Young's remark about Nixon and Ford 
"points up the fact that he is a diplomatic in- 
competent who should be fired." 


Brock said in a statement: "The very least 


that President Carter can do is demand an 
apology from Young. To do otherwise, the 
President stands in silent agreement with 
him." 


Powell was asked if reporters could assume 


that Carter disagreed with the GOP chairman. 


"Yes. you can assume that he does not agree 


with Mr. Brock," Powell replied. 


Brock contended Young has "generally per- 


formed in a manner that almost daily 
highlights his ineptitude. His behavior as a 
diplomat is one of the sorriest in the history of 
our nation." 


Powell said Carter has not yet seen "in full" 


an interview in the July issue of Playboy 
magazine in which Young touched off fresh 
controversy. 


The outspoken ambassador also said in the 


interview that it was time to "let up" on 
criticism of the Soviet government's human 
rights policies. 


Asked about this, Powell said there has been 


too much of a tendency to perceive the ad- 
ministration's human rights campaign as being 
directed only against the Soviet Union. 


He said the administration has tried all along 


to point out that the campaign is directed at 
others as well. 


Young applied the term "racist" to Nixon 


and Ford because, he said, they "had no jn- 
derstanding of the problems of colored peoples 
anywhere." 


Hispanic area complains of powerlessness 


Chicago (AP) — After two steamy 


nights of fighting, burning and 
looting in a Hispanic neighborhood 
that complains of powerlessness. 
city and community leaders worked 
Monday to cool the tensions that had 
burst into violence over the 
weekend.. 


Police cruised along storefront- 


dotted West Division street but were 
keeping "a low profile." one officer 
said. 


Squad cars not in action kept to in- 


conspicuous locations in alleys or 
along side streets. The policemen in 
evidence on the streets were not 
wearing riot gear. 


Street sweepers had cleaned 


broken glass, bottles, rocks and 
other debris. Some stores were open 


for business but many were not. 


The trouble, which began Satur- 


day at a Puerto Rican Day celebra- 
tion in nearby Humboldt Park, 
centered on a half-mile business 
strip three miles northwest of down- 
town. 


It started with a flareup between 


police and about 3,000 persons — 
most of them youths. By Monday, 
two men had been shot to death, at 
least 133 persons including 57 
policemen were injured, and 154 
arrested. Fifteen persons remained 
hospitalized. 


The windows of numerous stores 


were smashed and their stocks of 
merchandise sacked. Several fires 
were started. Residents said the vic- 
timized stores, for the most part, 


were white owned or operated. 


Normally the area bustles, but on 


Monday only a smattering of people, 
some curiosity-seekers, were 
gathering in small groups along the 
sidewalks. 


Temperatures, which were in the 


90s when the rioting broke out, had 
dropped into the 60s. 


Monday was the eve of a special 


mayoral election to pick a successor 
to the late Mayor Richard J. Daley. 
and representatives of the Puerto 
Rican community met with the 
favored candidate, acting Mayor 
Michael Bilandic, to air grievances. 


The most prominent were com- 


plaints over the quality of city ser- 
vices, police harassment or in- 
difference, and unemployment. 


And, the Puerto Rican represen- 


tatives said. Hispanics have little 
political clout. There are no 
Spanish-speaking aldermen in the 
50-member City Council. 


In the 31st Ward, which includes 


that district. Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple comprise 65 per cent of the pop- 
ulation. 


The alderman is Adeline Keane, 


wife of the former alderman, 
Thomas Keane, who had been a 
powerful Democratic party figure 
and now is serving a federal prison 
term for mail fraud and conspiracy. 


In the city as a whole, according 


to the 1970 census. Spanish-speaking 
people made up 247,000 of Chicago's 
nearly 3.4 million people. About one- 
third of the Hispanics are Puerto 


Ricans. many of whom have moved 
from East Coast cities since World 
War II. 


"I've watched this neighborhood 


change from Polish to Jewish to 
Puerto Rican." said a black postal 
worker who has delivered mail in 
the area for 25 years. He asked not 
to be named. 


"They figure they've been 


screwed — the people who don't 
have any control, the people who get 
the welfare checks . . . People are 
people . . . They get to the boiling 
point and that's it," he said. 


Still, many middle-aged and older 


Puerto Ricans displayed anger at 
the violence. "I feel it's a shame 
that my own people have done this 
to our neighborhood," said one who 
wanted anonymity.

and representatives of the Minneapolis. Minn., firm currently are 
meeting with city officials to work our details of the plan, unveiled 
publicly last month. 


Under the proposal Watson would build, own and operate the 


two-story retail facility on the north half of the block. The south of 
the block will be occupied by a 1.000-stall parking garage. 


Chick said that Watson officials believe the space will be 


leased to 18-20 small shops, rather than a single retailer. 


Chick emphasized that Watson officials feel that proposed 


second-story skywalks. connecting the center with Brandeis on the" 
west and Magee's on the east, are very important to the project. 


Connecting the two skywalks would be a public walkway 


through the interior of the retail center. 


Watson ("enters officials are proposing that 75.000 square feet 


of space be built in the first phase. A possible third phase would in- 
volve construction of a third floor of retail space and apartments 
on top of that. 


Watson Centers owns and operates six other shopping centers. 


ranging in size from 130.000 to one million square feet, according to 
city officials.

Public school systems could contract with other institutions 


to provide these programs, but the system should still be 
responsible for their management and supervision, the report 
said.Degree courses beyond high school, labeled in the report as 
adult continuing education, should be Jhe responsibility of the 
colleges and universities of Ik: state. 


Xondegrcc courses, called simply adnlt education, could be 


offered by any institution, agency or school system, provided no 
slate or local' taxes were used to support the course, according 
to report recommendations.

June 17 public hearing before the Postsecondary Education 
Commission at the Tniversily of Nebraska-Omaha, said

Commission staff members found differing definitions Jor 


They also 
found that the full cost of administering, teaching and providing 
space for courses had not been determined by most institutions 
and that tuition charges were based on historical practice in-

Mom warns 
others about 
lake hazards

The mother of a 16-year-old Lincolnite who 


nearly drowned at Holmes Lake Sunday is happy 
he's alive, but concerned about circumstances 
that nearly took the life of John O'Connor Jr. 


Mrs. Carol O'Connor said Monday she is con- 


cerned that there is no lifeguard or signs war- 
ning about dangerous conditions at the lake. In 
the aftermath of a near miracle that saw her son 
revived after falling into a hole in the lake's 
muddy depths, she called for stricter enforce- 
ment of water safety rules at the lake. 


"It's still early in the summer, and while 


we're so thankful that our son is still alive, we 
just hope we can avert a similar incident from 
happening to someone else." she said. 


The drama unfolded during a family outing 


at the southeast-Lincoln lake about 3:30 Sunday 
afternoon. The O'Connors and the Jim Staffords 
from Texas were operating paddleboats on the 
lake. Young John and another youth were 
paddling a canoe when John jumped out to wade 
over to another youth, Mrs. O'Connor said. 


Young John slipped into a muddy hole and 


went in over his head. O'Connor jumped from 
the paddleboat to go to his son's rescue, but was 
bogged down in mud when the younger .O'Connor 
panicked and "started lighting him," she said. 


When he screamed that he couldn't find 


John. Mrs. O'Connor also entered the water. She 
got a hold of her .son but then lost him while 
attempting to place the then unconscious youth 
into a canoe. 


"I felt him hit my legs and grabbed him 


again and was barely able to pull him out. He 
was a dead weight hy this tune," she added.

000 persons in the crowd for the bonfire 
ceremony on the eve of the formal celebration 
of the queen's 25 years on the throne. Many 
spectators had been in the 5.000-acre park all 
day despite blustery winds and frequent 
showers. 


Some wore costumes representing periods of 


English history. 


The royal couple drove down the three-mile 


Long Walk at the head of a torchlight proces- 
sion past thousands of other torchbearers 
lining the route. 


There was constant cheering and shouts of 


"Long live the Queen." Bands played and a sea 
of flags waved as the queen took a torch and lit 
a fuse that set the bonfire aflame. 


The Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors 


had organized a network of 103 bonfires in eight 
chains from Windsor. They wore lit con- 
secutively as each preceding hilltop fire was 
sighted. 


Within 15 minutes of the lighting in Windsor, 


soon after 10 p.m., bonfires were blazing 
across England. 


After the Windsor bonfire came a show of 5.- 


500 fireworks and an ox-roasting in the park. 


Satellite television showed a bonfire being lit 


in New Zealand, a member of the British Corn- 
monealth, on the other side of the earth. 


In London, huge crowds of Britons and 


foreign tourists thronged the route the queen 
will travel in her coach on Tuesday — Silver 
Jubilee Day. She will go from Buckingham 
Palace to St. Paul's Cathedral for a 
thanksgiving service celebrating her reign that 
began in 1952.

The queen's 
marriage to Prince Philip, a man of quick wit 
and rugged common sense, seems to thrive. 


Britons have relieved their growing vvorries 


by avidly following their monarch's every 
move as she has grown gracefully older in the 
world spotlight. 


Two million foreign tourists and three 


million Britons from outlying areas have 
streamed into London to watch the queen and 
her husband ride in the gold state coach 
Tuesday, flanked by rows of-honor guards 
wearing gold braid and bearskin hats, from 
Buckingham Palace to St. Paul's Cathedral for 
a thanksgiving service commemorating the an- 
niversary. 


Elizabeth came to the throne upon the death 


of her father. King George VI, on Feb. 6,1952, 
and was crowned the following year. 


Midway through Tuesday's hour-long proces- 


sion, the coach built for King George III, the 
ancestor who lost the American colonies, will 
pause at Temple Bar. the entrance to the City, 
the famous financial square mile in the heart 
of Greater London. 


There, where the impaled heads of traitors 


once were displayed, the queen will accept 
from the lord mayor of the City the Pearl 
Sword given to the City by Queen Elizabeth I.

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Washington (AP) - States may not 


automatically sentence to death all per- 
sons convicted of killing police officers, 
the Supreme Court said in a sharply 
divided ruling Monday. 


By a 5-4 vote, the justices threw out as 


unconstitutional a Louisiana law that 
made death in the electric chair a man- 
datory penalty for murderers of police. 


The law, however, was no longer in 


effect in Louisiana. It was replaced last 
summer by a new law which requires a 
jury to determine whether the death 
penalty or life imprisonment should be 
imposed in capital cases. So far, no 
juries '•ave voted the death penalty. 


An assistant attorney general in 


Louisiana said most of the people 
sentenced to death under the old law 
have been resentenced to life in prison 
since the new law took effect. 


Many states had similar laws before 


1976, but only New York and Louisiana 
had such statutes currently on their 
books. Monday's ruling presumably in- 
validated New York's law as well. 


Many states were expected to draft 


mandatory death penalties if the court 
had ruled they were constitutional. 
California, now without a valid death 
penalty law, had urged the court to ap- 
prove Louisiana's law. 


A spokesman for the NAACP's Legal 


Defense Fund, which opposes capital 
punishment, said only three Death Row 
inmates were affected by the court's 
rulingt 


The ruling spared the lives of con- 


victed murderer Harry Roberts, whose 
appeal the court heard, and two con- 
demned New York men, the fund's 
spokesman said. 


Roberts had been sentenced to die for 


the Feb. 26,1974, shooting death of New 
Orleans Policeman Dennis Mclnerney, 
who had responded to a neighborhood 
disturbance on Mardis Gras Day. 


The court's majority noted • that 


Roberts was only 19 at the time, which a 
jury could consider a mitigating cir- 
cumstance that warranted life imprison- 
ment instead of the death penalty. 


In an unsigned opinion, the court's 


majority said, "It is essential that the 
capital sentencing decision allow for 
consideration of whatever mitigating 
circumstances may be relevant to the 
particular offender or the particular 
offense. 


"Because the Louisiana statute does 


not allow consideration of particularized 
m i t i g a t i n g factors, it is un- 
constitutional," the opinion said. 


Justices William J. Brennan Jr., 


Thurgood Marshall, Potter Stewart, 
Louis K. Powell Jr. and John Paul 
Stevens joined in the decision. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and 


Justices William H. Rehnquist, Harry A. 
Blackmun and Byron R. White voted to 
uphold Louisiana's law. 


Rehnquist, in dissent, said: "The argu- 


ment weighing in favor of society's 
determination to impose a mandatory 
sentence for the murder of a police of- 
ficer in the line of duty are far stronger 
than in the case of an ordinary 
homicide." 


Calling police officers "the 
foot 


soldiers of society's defense of ordered 
liberty," Rehnquist said Louisiana has 
an interest "in making unmistakeably 
clear that those who are convicted of 
deliberately killing police officers... be 
forewarned that punishment in the form 
of death will be inexorable." 


Rehnquist and White said they were 


"appalled" by the majority's statement 
that one possible mitigating cir- 
cumstance could be a murderer's belief 
that the killing wag morally justified. 


The court left unresolved whether 


states could make the death sentence 
automatic for prisoners serving life 
sentences who kill prison guards. 


Presumably, that question will be 


answered in the future. 


Last July 2, the high court struck down 


death penalty laws in Louisiana and 
North Carolina because those laws did 
not give enough discretion to trial judges 
and juries in imposing either the death 
penalty or life imprisonment. 


The Louisiana legislature quickly 


enacted a new death penalty law, and 
had hoped that its inclusion of man- 
datory sentences for narrowly defined 
and specific crimes would be ruled con- 
stitutional. 


There are now some 350 persons oc- 


cupying Death Row cells throughout the 
nation. 


In a heavy day of business, the 


Supreme Court also: 


— Ruled in a 5-4 decision that persons 


may be prosecuted for obscenity 
violations if they exploit the sexual 
nature of films even without advertising 
or promoting the films' content. 


— Decided unanimously that veterans 


who interrupted their employment for a 
private company to fulfill their military 
obligation must be given credit for the 
time served when their pensions are 
calculated by the private employer. 


— Voted 6-3 that U.S. Customs inspec- 


tors do not need a warrant to open in- 
coming foreign mail to search for illegal 
contraband. The inspectors are not 
allowed to read any letters, however. 


— Agreed to decide whether a 


prosecutor may use the threat of ad- 
ditional criminal charges when trying to 
persuade a defendant to accept a plea- 
bargainig deal. 


— Refused to hear the appeal of 


former Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark that 
Congress' practice of allowing so-called 
"one-house vetos" as a legislative short- 
cut is unconstitutional. The effect of the 
court's action is that the practice may 
continue undisturbed. 


Haldeman, Mitchell 
to go to jail June 22 


Washington (AP) — In a four-minute ceremony, with 


Watergate never mentioned, H.R. Haldeman and John N. 
Mitchell were ordered Monday to begin their appeal-delayed 
prison terms by noon June 22. 


Case No. 74-110, the Watergate coverup conspiracy prosecu- 


tion, effectively came to an end as U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica signed the commitment order. 


No pleas were made by their lawyers in court and neither 


man spoke. The four minutes were consumed by Sirica giving 
them the option of reporting to the U.S. marshal in the District 
of Columbia at 10 a.m. June 22, or turning themselves in at 
prison by noon. 


Afterward, both were photographed and fingerprinted. 
It has been 2Vi years since Haldeman's and Mitchell's convic- 


tion and the string of appeals had all but run out for the iron 
men of the Nixon administration. 


"More than four years ago I started on a legal process I 


thought was proper," H/ldeman said outside court. "I knew it 
was going to be difficult. I still think it was right. I am prepared 
now to accept the results." 


Mitchell, 63, commented only on the crowd of reporters and 


cameramen that jostled around him. "I hope nobody gets killed 
out of this," he said as he climbed into his car. 


When Mitchell enters prison, somewhere in the eastern 


United States, he will be the first attorney general in American 
history to be incarcerated. 


Haldeman. 50, who wielded immense power as chief of staff 


to President Richard M. Nixon, will report to a minimum 
security facility at Lompoc, Calif. 
OSHA finds Capitol 
unsafe place to work 


Washington (AP) — Warning: The United' States Capitol 


may be hazardous to your health and safety. That's the conclu- 
sion of an inspection of the Capitol and the Cannon House Office 
Building by the Occupational Safety and Health Administration. 


Rep. James R. Jones, D-Okla., invited OSHA inspectors to 


see how the working conditions for members of .Congress and 
their staffs would fare under the standards OSHA applies to 
private industry. 


"We fared badly, very badly," said Jones. 
"My office as well as the entire Cannon House Office 


Building would have suffered a fate now well known to 
America's businessmen: a long letter listing violations to be 
corrected plus dollar fines." Jones added. 


Among the hazards found by OSHA was a lack of handrails 


on the broad stairways leading into the Capitol. 


"Any stairway over 44 inches in width must have a handrail 


so people can negotiate the steps safely." said Jones. "The 
Capitol's steps, with their width, need several handrails to be in 
compliance." 


The inspectors also found that a file drawer in Jones' office 


opened over a staff member's seat. The inspectors 
recommended the staff member be required to wear a hard hat. 


Napping on job recommended 


New York (UPI) — Americans should take a hint from 


"siesta cultures" and legitimize napping on the job, says the 
Health Insurance Institute. 


The institute quoted experts who support regular afternoon 


naps as a way of increasing vigor and worker performance. 


"To take a nap is to stop messing around with Mother 


Nature," one said. 


Instead of making workers feel guilty about dozing off, the 


institute said, companies should encourage the practice by 
making the afternoon nap as legitimate as the morning coffee 
break.

Election officials predicted a 


voter turnout Tuesday of 30 to 
35%. Both sides predicted vic- 
tory, although conceding the 
issue will be close. 


Save Our Children. Inc., the 


organization used by Miss 
Bryant to fight the ordinance, 
took out a full-page'ad in the 
Miami News, saying that many 
parents are confused and 
perceive homosexuals to be 
gentle and non-aggressive. 


"The 
other side of the 


homosexual coin is a hair- 
raising pattern of recruitment 
and outright seductions and 
molestat'on .. ." 


The Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights countered 
with another ad telling voters 
they have "a rare opportunity 
to defend the Constitution and 
Bill of Rights." 


Similar messages were 


carried on television and radio 
stations. 


Although 38 other cities 


across the nation have similar 
laws, national attention to 
Miami's efforts to guarantee 
homosexual "rights" to jobs 
and housing developed after 
the issue surfaced in a Jan. 18 
amendment to a county or- 
dinance.

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State taxes

State Tax Commissioner William Peters said'Monday new 


withholding rates will go into effect July 1 which will hike the 
bite the state takes out of taxpayers' paychecks. 


The State Board of Equalization will pave the way for the 


tax increase next Monday when it meets to raise the sales tax 
rate from 37o to 3.5%. 


Peters said the tax increase can be attributed to an increase 


in the state aid to education will passed by the Legislature over 
Gov. J. James Exon's veto. 


The 1977 income tax rate will be increased retroactively by 


one or two points, Peters said, because of recent changes in 
federal tax law. Those changes reduce the base against which 
state tax is assessed. 


As a result, the current 17'7o state tax rate will not produce 


as much money as it would have before Congress rewrote the 
law. The Nebraska rate will have to increase to raise the same 
amount of money as before. 


Although his staff still is analyzing the situation, Peters 


said the Nebraska income tax rate probably will be increased at 
least to 18 or 19r/o. 


The Board of Equalization must, by law, set tax rates at a 


level which will' raise enough revenues to cover the state's 
obligations plus an additional 3 to 7% overlevy as a hedge 
against inflation. 


Peters said the Exon administration is considering whether 


to stick with Exon's original proposal to seta 6% overlevy. Set- 
ting the overlevy at 6% could increase the income tax rate to 
Wi< of federal income tax liability. 


If the State Board of Equalization increases income taxes, 


as Peters indicates it will, it will be the second consecutive mid- 
year increase. The tax will be retroactive to Jan. 1. Last-year 
the income tax rate was 15% of federal liability. The tax was 
bumped to 17% because the state wasn't receiving as much 
money as anticipated.

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Silver Creek 
is network hub 


Silver Creek (AP) — Forty-nine Air Force men and women 


stationed just northwest of Silver Creek are charged with 
providing communications before and after any nuclear attack on 
the United States. 


Their installation, under control of Offutt Air Force Base in 


Bellevue, is one of only two such bases in the nation. The other is 
located near March Air Force Base in southern California. 


A passing motorist wouldn't even notice the base's red and 


white radio tower rising from the sandy soil of the Platte River 
Valley in Nance County unless he were searching for it. 


Most of the personnel at thc base are trained in radio- 


electronics and crypto-telctype 


Chief M Sgt Carl Kother, supervisor, said the only mission 


ol the group is communications before and alter a nuclear attack. 


The specialists work in shifts around the clock every day of 


the year Five groups of airmen maintain the equipment so that 
the underground complex has all materials needed — air con- 
ditioning or heat, power, radios and functioning teletype 
machines — to transmit and receive data. 


A sixth group under Kolher's command falls under the title of 


administration and works in the only area 
considered 


"classified" and closed to the public, Kother said Even military 
personnel need special clearance to enter that area 


Kother said the Silver Creek site has several methods of com- 


munication. 


Daily drills have been carried out since the site was com- 


missioned 10 years ago. The drills test the site's ability to com- 
municate with airborne transceivers which can relay information 
to other stations, Kother said 


The second radio is a high frequency single sideband voice 


transmission facility dubbed "Giant Talk." It is part of a large 
worldwide metwork of military radios. 


The critical transmitter operates on a low frequency. 
"This is a ground wave." Kother explained. "The wave

The ground wave transmitter is located a few miles 


northwest of Silver Creek and can easily be spotted by its 1.240- 
foot tower anchored by many cables and tower-to-ground anten- 
nae. 


There also are four telephone lines linking the Silver Creek 


detachment with Strategic Air Command headquarters in 
Bellevue. where the site's orders originate. 


In the underground maze of rooms is one segment of a 


worldwide teletype system which transmits messages, many of 
which are in code and may require an immediate response 


Except for a few mobile homes which house airmen who 


wore unable to find housing in nearby towns, almost everything is 
contained under the 40-foot pile of dirt in the middle of the 
pasture 


Among the facilities are three decontamination rooms where 


an outsider can shower, discard clothes contaminated with 
atomic fallout and put on fresh clothes before entering the rest oi 
the lacilitv

Stuhr Museum presents 
Civil War living history 


Grand Island (AP) — If you visit the 


railroad town at Stuhr Museum Saturday or 
Sunday, check the calendar before you go. You 
may want to reassure yourself that you're still 
in the late 1970s, not the early 1860s. 


On those days, the town will seem to be 


visited by a recruiting party from the 1st 
Nebraska Infantrv. scrounging up soldiers to 
join the Union Army in the Civil War. 


Red. white and blue bunting will festoon 


the town 


At 5 p.m. Saturday a recruiting rally, com- 


plete with speeches and a brass band, will be 
featured 
Relreshments appropriate to the 


period will be served 


Other events, such as uniformed drills, are 


scheduled throughout the two days, featuring 
about one do/en uniformed men 


In short, the Stuhr visitor will find 


"everything you associate with a mid-I9lh cen- 
tury patriotic fervor." said the organizer of the 
event. Jack Hanger Hanger is also the direc- 
tor of the museum's railroad 


Nebraska Territory sent about 3.000 


soldiers to the Civil War, or about 10'; of the 
white population. Hanger said 
The 1st 


Nebraska fought at Shiloh, among other 
places Also, many Nebraskans served in the 
5th Iowa Cavalry, he said. 


Hanger said the recruiting party visit will 


be a "living history event " That means more 
than a mere display ol artifacts It will be 
going on ali around the visitor, he said 


The reci iii'ung party numbering about a 


dozen, \\ill he encamped behind the town hall 
The\'ll eat salt pork and dried beans, wear 
woolen uniforms and drill recruits just as the 
originals did 


Beside-- gathering recruits for the Civil 


War. Hanger will be trying to gather recruits 
to join him in what is almost a subculture of 
living hiMor> enthusiasts 


It would he a fitting time and place to join. 


Hanger '-aid this would be the first living 
history event "ol any consequence" west of the 
Mississippi River 


Living history got its start in the early 


1960s, during the Civil War Centennial. Hanger 


said, when re-enactments of famous battles 
were staged at the original sites. 


The emphasis at first was on spectacle, he 


said 


"The re-enactments were open to anybody 


with a gun and a semblance of a uniform" he 
said. 


Hanger said it was the romantic appeal of 


the South's cause, the rugged individualism of 
the soldiers, the numerous instances of 
families rent by the struggle and the heroism 
of that era ol war that appealed to him. 


"If war could be chivalrous," he said, "it 


was the last of the chivalrous wars." 


Interest in re-enactments died out for a 


time, he said, but has resurfaced in the past 
few years so that now there are about two 
dozen living history events each summer, 
usually re-enactments oi battles. Hanger said 
he made it to four or five a year. 


The people participating m these events. 


Hanger said, have divided themselves, as if by 
natural selection, into two groups: "authen- 
tics" and "farbs." 


A u t h e n t i c s care. Working 
from 


photographs, surviving records and 
documents, they try to recreate the Civil War 
period in spirit and in detail as closely as possi- 
ble. 


"Some people get so particular as to count 


the threads per square 'inch in uniform 
material." he said. 


Then there are the farbs. Farbs will buy a 


work shirt, a cowboy hat. slip on some old 
jeans and. without an understanding or ap- 
preciation of the history involved, join in the 
scene. Hanger said 


Farbs — Hanger said the word came from 


the expression "far be it from me" — are 
resented by authentics. Farbs pull down the 
quality ol the event and. in battle re- 
enactments involving bayonets, sabers and 
blank-loaded guns, they can threaten the other 
participants' safety. Hanger said. 


No farbs will be re-enacting the recruiting 


party's visit to Stuhr, Hanger said He also said 
participants and spectators will be safe since 
there will be no battle re-enactments.

County Engineer Marv Nuernberger 


said he was appearing before the RTSD 
board "to force a decision," because 
"progress is being impeded by 
procrastination."

Sands came from California to soak up Lincoln sun. 
Minor roles may give 
acting career a boost

Alan Sands had just arrived at the Lincoln airport, 


just flying in from the west coast to visit his family, and 
the first thing his father, Stanley H. Sands, asked of his 
son was, "Are you sick?" 


For Sands lives in Los Angeles, the city of perpetual 


sunshine, and he looked like the "before" picture in a 
suntan lotion ad. 


But Sands says he has been too busy to lie out at the 


beach, what with pursuing his particular dream, to be a 
movie actor. 


Sands, 25, started his career with a minor role in 


"The Trial of Billy Jack" while he was a student at 
Arizona State University. 


Director Tom Laughlin had sent out an audition call 


to ASU's theater classes. Sands was one of about 100 
students chosen for the film. 


Sands' name will appear in the credits of another 


motion picture that will be released in July. "Featuring 
Alan Sands" the credits will say. Sands believes that is a 
step toward recognition. 


In his new movie, "Texas Detour," Sands plays 


Carl, a member of a motorcycle gang. The movie, he 
said, was a chance to "do everything I can't do in real 
life." 


The script portrays Carl as a "brawling brute." 


Sands said. But since Sands hasn't the brawn of Clint 
Walker, he changed Carl's character into a smart- 
alecky tough who lets his friends who have'the muscle 
take care of his fighting. 


"Texas Detour" carries on the spirit of the "Easy 


Rider"-"Billy Jack" film-making mold, where in un- 
tainted youth is again harassed by rednecks and other 
asserted hoodlums. 


For the film. Sands had to learn to play pool — the 


director showed him how to hold a cue stick the way all 
the young pool sharks hold cue sticks. He took karate 
lessons belore he began work on the film. In spite of his 
karate, he still gets punched out in the film by Pat 
Wayne, John's son, who plays one ol the good guys. 


"Texas Detour" isn't the stuff that spawns best sup- 


porting Oscars, but Sands hopes the film will interest an 
agent. To get anywhere in the movie business, you have 
to have a good agent, he said. 


So far, he has taken his time agent-scouting Too 


many aspiring actors ruin their careers by taking any 
agert they can, Sands said. 


"It's better to have no agent than a bad agent," he 


said. 


So, until an agent finds him, Sands gives tours at 


Universal Studios. 


He will appear on the Gong Show, probably this 


summer. He will repeat an act he performed on the 
afternoon version of the same show. He will dress up in 
hat, boot, chaps — the whole cowboy regalia — and sing 
the Tex Ritter song, "Blood on the Saddle." 


The first time he was on the show, he was gonged 


after 32 seconds. Sands said he thought he would only 
last 30. 


"But it's surprising," he said. "Most of the people 


on the show really think they are good, that after the 
Gong Show, they are going to be on Johnny Carson." 


Sands moved to Los Angeles over a year ago. Trying 


to forge a career there takes a "lot of patience and 
humility," he said 


"There's one out of a million chances that anyone 


can make it overnight. It is a hard field and it is very 
competitive. It's not very glamorous. It takes a lot of 
hard work and studying." 


Sands studies his cralt He is in the Actors Film 


Workshop at Columbia Studios. All the students are 
professional actors, he said. 


The workshop teaches a concept that is "a whole 


new approach to acting," Sands said. 


"The style is a very unique and very emotional ap- 


proach. The whole thing is to be yourself. You don't put 
on airs." 


Sands said, up to this time, the breaks have 


happened his way. Because of his role as a college 
newspaper editor in "The Trial of Billy Jack," he was 
admitted into the Screen Actor's Guild. 


Getting a Screen Actor's Guild card is not easy, for 


it's a classic Catch-22, Sands said: You aren't con- 
sidered for many acting jobs unless you belong to the 
guild, but you can't belong to the guild unless you have 
first appeared in a movie. 


Seeing himself on screen for the first time was like 


the first time he heard his voice on a tape recorder — he 
couldn't believe that was his body up there on screen. 
He thought, aw ... 
I don't really look like that. 


"The camera shows everything." he said. "I guess 


you have visions of being the next Burt Reynolds or 
something. But you need to be unique. You have to be 
yourself. Maybe the world needs an Alan Sands."

Portland, Ore. (AF) - More than 50,000 people jammed the 


streets of downtown Portland Monday to cheer the Portland 
Trail Blazers' meteoric rise to the National Basketball 
Association title. 


Led by an incredibly loose Bill Walton, the Blazers paraded 


through the streets as confeti streamed from the upper floors 
of downtown buildings. The players and coaches shook hands 
with everybody in sight and whooped it up at a big rally at the 
end of the line. 


Walton, in cutoffs and a sweat shirt and with a big lipstick 


print on his cheek, was the undisputed star of the show. He 
started the parade on his 10-speed bicycle but lost the bike 
somewhere along the route. 


He said his decision to ride the bicycle "may have been the 


stupidest thing I've ever done," and he asked whoever wound 
up with it to "please bring it back. It's the only bike I've got " 


Those who think oT Walton as a shy, introverted, somber 


person wouldn't have recognized him Monday. 


"This is as much fun as I've ever had in any sport since I 


started playing when I was eight years old," he told some 8.000 
people who gathered at the Federal Plaza at the end of the 
parade route. "I can't imagine it getting any better, but I'm 
sure you folks will find a way to make it that way." 


With that, he made one of several pleas for cold beer from 


the crowd and surrendered the microphone to other Blazer 
players and officials. 


Twice, when Portland Mayor Neil Goldschmidt was at the 


mike, Walton doused him from behind with beer and the crowd 
cheered. The world championship trophy also got a beer bath 
at the celebration. 


Several times along the parade route, and again at the rally, 


the Blazers threw basketballs into the crowd. 


Broadway, the city's main downtown artery, was com- 


pletely jammed with people for at least 10 blocks. 


"The only problem I saw was getting a hole in the crowd big 


enough to get the parade through." said Portland police 
Sgt. Roy Kendricks. 


"I've never seen that many people in one stretch of road- 


way," he said. 


Kendricks said police had no way of estimating how many 


people showed up to cheer the Blazers, but he said a guess of 
at least 50.000 "is not unreasonable " 


Goldschmidt proclaimed Monday "Trail Blazer Day" in 


Portland and Gov. Bob Straub declared this week "Trail Blaz- 
er Fan Week" in Oregon. 


"This is such an exciting event we ought to do it again next 


year," Straub said. 


Blazer Coach Jack Ramsay, his bald head rose red from the 


sunshine, called Portland's c h a m p i o n s h i p campaign 
"maybe the greatest season that professional basketball has 
ever seen." 


The parade was not an organized affair, with the crowd 


close enough to reach out an touch the outstretched arms of 
the players 


Johnny Davis, the Portland guard who would have been a 


college senior this year, just kept shaking his head and say- 
ing, "I don't believe it." 


Lionel Hollms, the team's playmaker. thanked the fans for 


their support and Maurice Lucas, hobbled by a hip injury he 
suffered in Sunday's victory, lifted both index fingers in the 
air and said. "This is great. I love it " 


White Sox hope 
71 repeat not in 
cards for today 


New York (AP) — The Chicago White Sox own the opening 


pick in baseball's amateur free agent draft Tuesday and they 
hope to be more successful with it this time than they were in 
1971 when they also chose No. 1. 


The Sox have the dubious distinction of being the only team 


ever to fail to sign the draft's top selection in the dozen years 
since baseball began dividing up the top amateur talent this 
way. 


The man who said "no" to Chicago was catcher Danny 


Goodwin, selected out of Peoria, 111. Central High School in 
June 1971. C. V. Davis, the White Sox' farm director, re- 
members the negotiations with Goodwin. 


"We drafted him and we negotiated. But basically, we just 


couldn't come to an agreement," said Davis. "We certainly 
tried." 


Goodwin rejected Chicago's offer and decided to go on to 


college instead of signing. Four years later, he was drafted No. 
1 again, this time out of Southern University by California. He 
signed with the Angels and currently is batting .327 for their 
Salt Lake City farm club in the Pacific Coast League. 


The White Sox did not hide the fact that Goodwin would be 


their choice in the 1971 draft and they believe that in the long 
run. the pre-draft publicity may have inflated his price and 
prevented them from signing him. So this time, they're not 
saying who they will choose when Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
opens the draft at noon EDT. 


Goodwin owns the distinction of being the only player to be 


picked No. 1 twice in the amateur draft. And he is the only one 
who did not sign a contract with the team that drafted him. 


He has some high class No. 1 company. The other opening se- 


lections since the free agent draft began in 19*5 include major 
leaguers Rick Monday, Ron Blomberg, Tim * oli, Jeff Bur- 
roughs, Mike Ivie. Bill Almon and Floyd Bannister. 


Davis said the Sox would not be concerned with position in 


their selection. "We will pick the player we think can be po- 
tentially the best major leaguer." he said. "I think it will be a 
good draft. There are a number of good major league prospects 
who will be drafted." 


Included in that group in the regular phase are right-handed 


pitcher Robert Welch of Eastern Michigan and catcher Terry 
Kennedy of Florida State, the son of Bob Kennedy, vice presi- 
dent of baseball operations for the Chicago Cubs. Outfieldef 
Hubert Brooks of Arizona State is considered one of the top 
players available in the secondary phase.

Knicks forward during a brief visit to Seattle last week. 
"Human beings need to be able to look at each other and see 
something more than just the surface." 


Haywood, who emerged as a 20-year-old hero in the 1968 


Olympics, laid down his hope that the kids who want his 
autograph now will remember his words, his feelings and his 
opinions when he's out of the spotlight. 


"This is the instant age — instant potatoes, instant fame, in- 


stant heroes — just add water and mix. The sad thing is that 
heroes come to mean something to children, then they're 
gone. What are those children left with?" 


"When I have spoken out about things which society 


doesn't want to look at — such as racism and prejudice — I 
have been put down as a person," he continued. "They attack 
me instead of the issue. 


"The average athlete doesn't speak out because the public 


won't respect him. I don't want to be that kind of hero, a 
plastic hero. I wish to be very real. 


"I'm called a superstar?flell. I'll tell you who is a superstar. 


It's a man or woman raising six kids on $150 a week, 
teaching them good values. That's who society should call a 
superstar. 


"Living (in New York) has made me more aware of 


human problems. I don't see how anybody can be off into 


superstardom when you see so many others put-upon and 
starving." 


At 28, with a knee that carries a nine-inch diagonal scar 


from surgery that let him play only 31 games last season.

that baseballs 
have more life 


New York (UPI) — There really is more life in this year's 


baseballs 


Scientific tests using radar and an air cannon that shot 


baseballs against a solid board have confirmed that 
"the 


coefficient of restitution" of the balls used in the major leagues 
this \ear is up 1 3 percent over last year. 


Which means, as every player already knew, that this year's 


baseball bounces a little higher and travels a little farther than 
last year's model. The 1977 baseball, manufactured by 
Rawlings. travels an additional 21 feet on a drive of 400 or more 
feet, tests conducted at the University of Missouri revealed. 


But the tests confirmed that the ball "still remains well 


within the specifications of the baseballs which have been 
produced in the same manner for many years," according to a 
joint announcement Monday by Lee MacPhail, president of the 
American 
League and Charles Feeney. president of the 


National League 
Baseballs were shot from an air cannon against a solid board 
made of ash baseball bat blanks. The velocity of the ball 
was measured by a radar gun under controlled conditions. 
"The current Rawlings baseball was well within 
the 


specifications determined by the major leagues while the 1976 
baseballs were in the low range of the specifications." the state- 
ment said. 


Home run production in both leagues is up this year with the 


American League averaging 1.75 homers per game against 
1.16 a year ago, which would project to a record total of 1984 
homers over the season. However.'part of this home run in- 
crease is due to the expansion of the AL to 14 clubs. The 
National League has been hitting homers at a rate of 1.64 per 
game, while the NL averaged 1 15 in 1976.

IRS denies probe 
of top amateurs 


Washington (UPI) — The Internal Revenue Service Mon- 


day denied it has started an investigation into under-the- 
table income allegedly received by some of the nations' top 
amateur athletes. 


Time magazine reported that Dwight Stones, who holds 


the world record for the high jump, is already under in- 
vestigation by the IRS and several other world class 
American athletes in track and field events would also be the 
subject of future tax probes. 


The magazine said the probes could keep the athletes out 


of the 1980 Olympic Games in Moscow. 


"There is no national program with respect to auditing in- 


come received by amateur athletes," an IRS spokesman 
said. 


He said if income tax discrepencies turned up in a 


routine audit of an amateur athlete, "he or she would be 
treated in the same way as a professional athlete or any 
other citizen, for that matter." 


"It is just not true that we have singled out amateur 


athletes," he said. 


Time reported that the IRS is suspicious that many 


athletes accepted money and merchandise from sporting 
goods manufacturers and fees for appearing in track and 
field meets and then hid the earnings from amateur sporting 
officials and the IRS. 


The spokesman would not confirm or deny that Stones was 


under investigation because it would breach IRS regulations 
to identify a specific taxpayer.

Omaha (AP) — Kenneth Gibson of Omaha pleaded guilty 


Monday to two charges of robbery and two charges of use of a 
firearm in the commission of a felony in connection with two 
Omaha bank robberies earlier this year. 


Gibson. 29. appeared before Douglas County District 


Court Judge Donald Hamilton and admitted he robbed the 
Cornhubker Bank on Feb. 2 and the American National Bank 
on March 22 


Hamilton delayed sentencing pending a pre-sentence in- 


vestigation The money taken in the Cornhusker Bank robbery 
was recovered, but more than $47,000 taken in the American 
."S'atiunal Bank robbery is still missing. 


Gibson's alleged accomplice in the American National 


Bank robbery is awaiting trial in Omaha after his arrest in Los 
Angeles a few weeks ago. 


Gibson is the son fo Kenneth Kitts who achieved local 


notoriety in the 1940s and '50s as a burglar and safecracker. 


His mother had his name changed to Gibson when she 


divorced his father. 


Gibson's attorney, Anthony Troia, said Gibson decided to 


plead guilty to the bank robbery charges because of his 
lengthy criminal record and the possibility of his being 
declared a habitual criminal. 


In exchange for the guilty pleas, Troia said the Douglas 


County attorney's office agreed not to seek such a ruling. 


Under Nebraska law, a judge can declare a person a 


habitual criminal for repeated felony convictions and sentence 
him to iO to 60 years in addition to any sentences for other 
charges 


Gibson was sentenced two weeks ago to 8 to 10 years in the 


Nebraska Penal Complex for robbing a grocery store and 
another three years for using a firearm in that robbery. 


In exchange for his latest guilty pleas, the county at- 


torney's office has agreed to dismiss charges of robbery and 
the use of a firearm in the commission of a felony in a March 
drug store robbery.

group predicated on the notion that the most 
recent presidential election didn't give voters' 


enough choices. Geis agrees with that senti- 
ment. 


A member of the Lincoln Airport Authority 


and a Democrat, Geis was statewide coor- 
dinator for Idaho Sen. Frank Church last year 
in Nebraska's all-star presidential primary, in 
which Church narrowly defeated the Jimmy 
Carter bandwagon 


Critical of Carter even today, Geis was one 


of the die-hards in the Democratic party 
quoted in "Time" magazine as opposing the 
party nominee even as the general election 
campaign climaxed. 


Geis voted for Church for President and 


Barbara Jordan, Texas congresswoman, for 
vice president 


Interviewed as a potential Carter 


challenger through the "None of the Above" 
organization, Geis criticized Carter on 
agricultural policy and growth of the White 
House staff and for worrying about foreign 
human rights while those at home need ten- 
ding. ' 


"Add to that the fact that inflation seems 


to be heating up again," he said. 


Geis knew about the committee formed in 


the capital of Indiana by F.P. Ray and John 
Tipton. Because of the national publicity he 
received, they sent him some information on 
the group months back. 


However, his "nomination" came to light 


in Lincoln only Monday when copies of some 
material from Ray reached the office of 
Nebraska Secretary of State Allen Beermann 


The communication with Beermann was to 


learn how the committee could go about legally 
getting on the Nebraska ballot by 1980. 


For $1, according to Ray's material, peo- 


ple can nominate anyone they choose, in- 
cluding themselves. 


In 1980, one name from among the 


nominees will be chosen, at a drawing, to seek 
the presidential nomination on either or both 
the major political party tickets. 


"I figure, you know, it's a hell of a raffle." 


Geis said Monday.

"I've got $21 now," Ray said during a 


telephone interview. He said there were 26 
nominees listed on the information sent Beer- 
mann and other secretaries of state because a 
few famous names made the list without the 
required $1 each.

mitteeman and thrice a candidate for the In- 
diana Legislature, said Geis was nominated 
because of the national news magazine article 
in which the Lmooln stockbroker suggested an 
extra spot on the 1976 general election ballot.

marked "none of the above " 


Geis was nominated by Ray's sister, 


Eleanor Hammer of the Los Angeles area, who
